J. W. VanDerEnt, a native of 
the Du tch East Indies, was the 
speak er at the Optimist Clu b Tu es­ 
day noon at BothweD Hotel, and 
gave a very vivid pictu re (rf In­ 
donesia. 
VanDerEnt, 
who came to the 
United Stales from Indonesia in 
1948 and became an American citi­ 
zen in 19V). IS traffic manager at 
National Engineering, 
Indonesia, he .said, was discov­ 
ered by the Du tch in 1292 and was 
discowred several times after that. 
In fact, if Colu miKis hadn't fou nd it, 
he wou ld never have discovered 
.America. .Ml of the cou ntries have 
tried to get a chu nk of the wealth 
fou nd there It is the seventh larg­ 
est nation in the United Nations, 
exceeds all except Ru .<isia in popu ­ 
lation. has 103 races and as many 
tongu es, and it is very beau tifu l, 
he said. 
All the cou ntries were interested 
in It becau se of the spices and 
the Du tch pu t an army there to 
protect the su pplies In 1920 Indo­ 
nesia decided to k eep its wealth 
for Itself and between that year 
and 1942 they had a boom. School, 
highw-ays, all k inds of things were 
bu ilt. From 1920 their exports were 
tremendou s, ru bber, coffee, tea and 
many other things inclu ding qu i­ 
nine. Qu inine, he explained, u p u ntil 
the new wonder dru gs, was Uie only 
medicine u st*d for m alaria. 
In 1942 the Japanese took over 
and there was a pu ppet govern­ 
ment. In 194fi they fou ght for and 
in 1949 got independence. The cou n­ 
try is very rich with gold, silver, 
coal and sail mines, he said, and 
lots of the major cou ntries wou ld 
lik e to have hold of ju st part of 
its wealth, the speak er said It is 
the gateway for Asia to Au slralia, 
for Eu rope to all the othe» ' islafids 
m the Pacific, and a bridge to the 
United States, 
Indonesia, he said, needs help 
from the United States and other 
major cou ntries, ixit u nfortu nately 
the people there are afraid of the 
white people becau .se 
the Du tch 
have ru ined them. 
Most of the people 
o f that cou n­ 
try are artists by natu re, VanDer­ 
Ent said, 
and 
be showed some 
beau tifu l pictu res and a statu e of 
carved w c ^ . The pictu res were of 
mou ntains, 
cocoanu t 
trees 
and 
farms and gave a description of 
them as he talk ed. The principal 
food is rice. The farms, he said, 
are cu ltivated by five people, the 
entire faniUy goes to work them 
and the irrigation is natu ral, the 
water coming from the nwu ntaina. 
The 
people 
of Indon^ia, 
the 
speak er pointed ou t, have the inv- 
pression that Americans 
are all 
millionaires and gangsters. If we 
want to k eep Indonesia a democ­ 
racy we will have to help them 
•omehow to u nder.stand ttiat dem­ 
ocracy is the only way of life. 
Tlie speak er was introdu ced by 
Bob Landstrom, program chairman.

Na tura l Ga s Vote Will Te st Se na te Ethics

WASHINGTON -- One of the mw>st important 
things to watch in the voting on the Fulbright 
Harris natural gas bill will be whether certain 
senators follow Senate Rule 12. 


This is the rule which disqualifies any senator 
with a pecuniary or pocketbook interest in any 
legislation. 
This rule does not force a senator 
to refrain from voting but, according to the 
Senate parliamentarian, it has been the practice 
to abide strictly by this rule. 


Thus Se n. Warren Austin, Vermont Republi­ 
can, disqualified himself from voting on a ta lc 
bill because he had inve.stments in talc. 


When k comes to ga.s-oil matters, however, 
there have been flagrant abuses of Rule 12. 
Simulta ne ously, se na tore ha ve piously 
investi­ 
gated conflicts of interest in the executive branch 
of gove rnme nt a nd de ma nde d the 
resignation of 
Ha rold Ta lbott a s Air Force Se cre ta ry be ca us« 
he ha d a busine ss inte re st which conflicte d with 
his job in the gove rnme nt. 


Ye t some of the m ha ve done e x a ctly wha t 
Ta lbott did. 


One of the m ^ t fla gra nt a buse rs of Se na te 
Rule 1 2 is Se n. Bob Ke rr, lika ble , a ble , Bible - 
pounding solon from Okla homa who owns $ 1 0 0 .- 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 in prove n ga s-oil re se rve s, ye t who ma n­ 
e uve re d the first na tura l ga s bill through Con­ 
gre ss only to ha ve ft ve toe d by Truma n. 


Ke rr’s Conflie t

Significantly Senator Kerr and his company 
are one of the biggest suppliers of natural gas 
to Phillips Petroleum. He was also the recipient 
of quite a windfall from Phillips when that com­ 
pany assigned 100 square miles of proven gas 
reser\es to Kerr’s gas company, in December, 
1949, for drilling. 


The date could have been significant. 
For 
this was just as the senator was readying the 
Kerr natural gas bill for passage by the Senate. 
Kerr s jjrofits from this windlall were estimat­ 
ed at between $1,297,000 and $2.152,000, an esti­ 
mate made by Phillips’ Vice-President K. E.

CHRISTIAN SCIKNCE MONITOR: An Eipirt 
Judgment. 
Compulsory retirement at the age 
of 65 has become more and more an anomaly 
among those industries and busine.sses which 
adhere to it in the United States. 
It flies in the 
face of increasing longevity figures and the 
need for a greater, rather than smaller, working 
force. 


The Mutual Benefit Life Insurance Company 
has taken a step toward softening if not remov­ 
ing this anachronism. 
It has raised its manda- 
lor>’ retirement age from 65 to 68 
This is 
not a spectacular change, but it applies to 3,700 
persons working for the 12th largest life in.sur- 
ance company in the country. 
And the action i.s particularly significant as 
oc-curnng in the life insurance field. 
For life 
insurance actuaries keep m close touch with such 
trends as the lengthening life span, the re­ 
quirements of annuity sy.stenis and the inclina­ 
tion toward a later retirement age. 
Paul Stillman, chairman of the Mutual 
Benefit Company, says. “Age 65 is outmoded 
as an inflexible retirement age. 
We are taking 
this step because we feel good management dic­ 
tates an enlightened use of productive man- 
power in our company.” 
To this might be added the view of Leonard 
W. Mayo, head of a commission established by a 
group of health and welfare associations, who 
said a year ago. “ It should be possible to estab­ 
lish policies whereby retirement, like employ­ 
ment — at least up to the age of 70 — is placed 
on a selective basis, .so that those who are able, 
competent, and in good health could spend a lew 
more years in a productive capacity.” 


Beall, who vigorously objected to letting this 
gas land bonanza fall into the senator’s lap. 


During the current Senate debate on natural 
gas. the genial Bob Kerr is lying low. 
His ac­ 
tivity hurt too much during the 19.50 debate, 
and astute Sen. Lyndon .lohnson, real master­ 
mind behind (he present bill, advised Kerr to 
stay in the background. 


However, Senate Rule 12 still applies, and it 
will be highly interesting to .see whether Kerr 
invokes it and refrains from voting, 
if he doe.s 
not, it’s highly unlikely that any senator will 
challenge him. 
For the Senate has the power 
to investigate almost anyone under the sun, in­ 
cluding the New York Times. 
But it’s the un­ 
written rule that it never investigates itself. 


Othe r i!^natoni 


Though Bob Kerr is the outstanding oilman 
in the Senate, there are others who hold oil- 
gas .stocks and oil-gas lands. 


One of these is Sen. Russell Long of lyouisiana, 
who with his family owns part of the Win-or- 
Lose Oil Company in Louisiana. 
Senator Ixing 
once informed me that an estimate of $25,000 
for one share of stock in this company was not 
far out of line. 


Senator Long has stood up brazenly on the 
Senate floor and helped lead the debate for the 
natural gas bill. 
He has been unabashed in 
championing his own private pocketbook interest 
a nd it’s highly unlikely that he will voluntarily 
invoke Rule 1 2 . 
Nor is it likely, so-called Senate courtesy being 
wha t it is, tha t a ny othe r senator will challenge 
him. 
Another senator who owns oil-gas property is 
Eliender of Louisiana, while both Senators Dan­ 
iel and Johnson of Texas have received heavy 
contributions from oil-gas interests. 
So much 
money was volunteered for Senator Daniel by 
the gas-oii interests in advance that Sen, Tom 
Connally, a conscientious public servant wlio 
frequently bucked the oil-ga.s boys, bowed out 
of the race. 
Lyndon Johnson's biggest money backer dur­ 
ing his political career has been George Brown 
and members of the Brown and Root firm. 
It 
was at the home of George Brown, himself the 
head of a big gas pipeline company, that Lyn­ 
don was stricken with his heart attack. 
Lyndon 
has done favors for this company which would 
amaze the nation. 
Se na te Ethics 
In the old days of Sens. George Norris, Bob 
LaFollette, Hugo Black and Warren Austin, one 
or more of these Senate stalwarts might have 
risen up to challenge the voting privilege of a 
colleague who had a pecuniary interest in the 
bill. 
But today that isn’t likely to happen. 
The 
precedent of the Nixon pnvate-expense fund, 
with its patent conflict of interest, and tiie ten­ 
dency to vote for the interests that put up the 
money to elect a senator, is firmly rooted with 
a large gi-oup of senators. Other senators would 
like to stand up for so-called Senate ethics but 
don’t like to buck the leadership. 
It isn’t popu­ 
lar. It also makes life difficult when committee 
assignments are being passed around. 
So the real loser in the voting on the natural 
gas bUl, if Senate Rule 12 is not invoked, will 
be the American democratic system. 
For the 
American public will know what the score is 
and will think less of the men it sends to 
Washington — which is not a happy state of af­ 
fairs in a day when we are lighting to preserve 
the American form ol government. 
Note 1 — One senator who has no pecuniary 
interest in the natural g;is bill but is having 
a struggle with himself is Sen. Dennis Chavez, 
Democrat of New Mexico. 
Chavez luis spent 
must of his career championing the housewife, 
labor groups and the little fellow. 
Rit ently he 
is being pressured by the persausive leadership 
of Texas’ Lyndon Johnson ond some of the big 
gas-oil interests. 
Note 2 — The gas-oil senators are .so confi­ 
dent of victory that they have dropped word 
to certain Senate colleagues up for re-election 
this year that they don’t need teir vote — among 
them Butler of Maryland, who comes from a 
gas-consuming state, and George of Georgia. 
The gas senators figure they can get by without 
leopardiing the re-election chances of certain 
friends.

HEART ATTACK! 


A case-history-Htyle re[)ort on what it means — 


By famed heart adviser to the President. 


EDITOR’S NOTE; 
The world- 
famous speciali.st who is counseling 
President Eiscnhover on his heart 
sfMjlls out, in case hi.story style, 
what hapiiens to you if you are 
hit by a heart attack. This is the 
first of tkree articles written for 
NEA Service and The Sedali^Dem- 
0(Tal-Ca4)itaI in connection with 
National Heart Month.

Mr, Brown, a business executive 
in his early 50s, had eaten an un­ 
usually hearty dinner after a long 
hard day at his store and had re­ 
tired early, feeling tired but other­ 
wise well. 
Shortly after midnight he was 
awakened by a .sensation of heavy 
pre.ssure under the brea'^tbone — 
the center of the che.st on a line 
with the arm pits or a few inches 
bi'low. It grew more and more se­ 
vere, although Mr. 
Brown took 
baking soda and drank hot water. 
Unable to endure the pain, he 
agreed to have hi.s wife call the 
doctor, who arrived at 1 a.m. The 
doctor gave him two hypodermic 
injections of morphine about 20 
minutes ?»part before he felt any 
relief at all. 
He was given oxygen to try to 
reduce the size of 
the 
ultimate 
.scar in the heart aiid to avoid 
possible complications in the lungs. 
He dozed 
fitfully 
and 
the pain 
gradually lessened until about noon 
the next day. After that he was 
exhausted and a little feveri.sh in 
the evening (U)0 degrees). The day 
after that he felt much better de­ 
spite a higher UOl) temperature. 
The fever lasted four days, but 
he had no more pain. Witbin a 
week he telt perfectly well. But 
the doctor wisely insisted that for 
another two or thri'c weeks he re­ 
main, with head somewhat elevat­ 
ed, at complete rest either in bed 
or p^wt ot the time in a comfort­ 
able big chair to which he had 
to be carefully carried. This addi­ 
tional rest was necessary to ensure 
an adeiiuate healing of the injury 
in his heart. 
Nig having Ikhmi bed-ridden for 
many years. Mr. Brown rebelled 
at first. 
But when the doctor ex­ 
plained whait was going on in his 
heart he agreed to follow instruc­ 
tions. 
For the first two weeks he stay'- 
ed very still except for gentle foot 
exercises to stimulate good circu­ 
lation, The rest of the time he was 
allowed more activity. He fed him­ 
self and had visitors and even two 
or three brief business conferences, 
since no complications had arisen. 
H .Mr. Brown had a fairly large 
area of heart muscle damaged 
and was in a hospital with an ade- 
quote laboratory, he would ordi­ 
narily be given one of the anti- 
cixigulant drugs to help prevent 
the formation of 
thrombi 
(blood 
clots) in heart or bUx>d 
v^essels 
which can 
result 
sometimes 
in 
serious complications. 
He also may have received quin- 
idine sulpharfe several times a day 
tor a week or two in case of any 
troublesome variation from 
nor­ 
mal heart rhythm. 
Alter tliree or four weeks, Mr. 
Brown no longer had to be helped 
into a chair. For a week he grad­ 
ually increa.sed the time he spent 
sitting up. The next week he walk­ 
ed about a little more each day. 
The third week out of bed (some 
.six weeks aiter the onset of his 
illness) he began going up and 
dowm stairs once a day. and the 
fourth week he went out for a short 
daily walk or drive, 
.After those two months of con- 
Vi^lescence, ii was not loo difacuit

niore month to complete his re­ 
habilitation, getting mild exercise 
and restoring his morale, which 
had at firs4 been barlly shattered 
by this unexpected disaster. 
Mr. Brown resumed work slowly 
but within a month was back in 
the swing again, although avoiding 
long hours and severe mental and 
physical strains. He ate lightly, lost 
some excess weight, and wisely did 
not resume the tobacco he had 
omitted the first day of his illness. 
\ year later he was in excellent 
health, free of all .symptoms. 
Mr. Brown is one of the thou­ 
sands of {>ersons who have made 
a good recovery from a heart at­
